MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


At the Auditorium last evening the Metro- 
politan Opera company gave the second perform- 
ance of their season here, Rossini’s ‘‘ William 
Tell” being the opera chosen.

SAULT StE. MARIS, Mich., April 32,—[Special.]} 
—The icebound fleet off Point Iroquois soreed its 
way through the ice, passing Whitefish Point at 
6a.m. The ice on becoming loosened is driving 
down in large fields, temporarily obstructing 
channels, so that vessels locking wp this after- 
aoon are tied up in the éanal until morning.

Lecture at the Art Institute, 

Mrs. Julia P. Shreve lectured yesterday at the 
Art Institute on “Prehistoric Civilization in 
America as Revealed by Artistic Remains.” She 
made an appeal forinterest in the excavations in 
this land as well asin Asia Minorand said that 
remains have been found whicb prove that there 
was Civilization on this continent when the pyra- 
mids were built in Egypt. Several theories of 
the origin of the races which then existed were 
outlined, allot which were said to be feasible. 

Traces can be found in the fragments of build- 
ings and sculpture which have been excavated, 
of the work done in Egypt and in India, and some 
of the beads cut in relief might bave belonged to 
members of the lost tribes of Israel.

A person named 
Moore, who was indicted some time ago in con- 
nection with that nefarious concern, is the pria- 
cipalagent. His backer is a New Orleans gam- 
bier named Bush, and his sub-agents are a 
saloonkeeper named Hogan, who also runs or 
has run @ gambling den; Mike Lawil@, also a 
saloonkeeper, and aman named Erbey. whois a 
clerk somewhere. It is estimated that those fel- 
lows take $600,000 per annum out of Chicago.

And when 
he got that he was stll going to ask for more, 
ana then after that for still more, “I: is 
easier now to produce wealth than ever be- 
fore,” the speaker said, “and now there are 
more of our brothers and sisters looking for 
work and starving while they try to find it. 


The speaker went on: 

That is because our socia) system is wrong at 
its basic foundations of economics. They say 
we are discontented. So we are. That's the 
best evidence of progress. It is true we area 
little better off than our forefathers, but that 
reminds me of the mule who Wanted more pas- 
turage. ** Why,’ said the master, “ your futher 
was satisfied with what you've got.” * Yes,” 
said the mule, * but you must remember that 
my father was an ass!’’

A SLAP AT NON-UNION MEN, 

Mr. Gompers said that labor could achieve 
its victories not by physical force, which 

stpones results, but by @ steady progress 
nh reducimg the hours of iabor. Everybody 
knew that the worla had arrived ata stage 
where the conditions must be changed 
and if the moneyed classes continued to 
antagonize the plain working people and 
tried to render labor organizations impotent it 
would but invite the midnight assassin and 
the irresponsible worker. There were cheers 
at that.

Mr. Gompers reviewed the situation here 
and laughed at the answer of that “ social ”’ 
organization, the master ouilders, He paid 
his respects to the non-anion men in this 
wise: “I havea right to refuse to work 
with d leper. and a non-union man is far 
more dangerous to society. The non-union 
men are self-elected targets of the employ- 
ers and workmen. They are used to whip 
the workmen into line and are the first to get 
the G. B. when ail is settled.” Judge Tuley 
applauded vigorously at that.

A meeting was held Sun- 
day at which it was determined to 
demand that 7,000 instead’ of 8,000 
bricks should constitute a day’s work, 
and that the pay, which ranges from 
$2 to $2.50 a day, be uniform. This was not 
agreed to by the bosses. 

Yesterday morning the men at Untersiser 
& Bornhoeft’s yard demanded the 7,000 a 
day. They were told that if they could not 
do a fair day’s work they were rot wanted. 
They immediately struck and went down to 
other yards and called out all the men. 
Hardly a man refused to respond to the call, 
though in some instances they returned and 
finished their day’s work, but announced 
their intention of gomg out for good this 
morning. 

There was no disturbance, but trouble is 
expected today, and the police have been 
notified. The bosses do not appear 
to be much troubled over the _ situa- 
tion. Adam Weckler said he did 
not think it would last long. It did not 
take the men more than five hours and a 
half to make the §,000,he said. Fred Suna- 
macher said the strike would not irconven- 
ience him, as, owing to the carpenters’ 
strike, build‘nzg was almost at a standstill. 
One of his men had told him that he believed 
the men would be back today. 


TO INCREASE ITS MEMBERSHIP. 


The New Bosses’ Association Bending All 
Energies to That End—Uther Matters. 
The Arbitration Committee of the new 

Boss Carpenters’ and Builders’ Association 

met a committee of the Carpenters’ Council 

again yesterday, and a conference was held 
which lasted all the afternoon. There was 
some ill-feeling displayed at first, but finally 

M. S. Lamoreaux, one cf the “ bosses’”’ 

committee, declarefi that he coincided fully 

with the position taken by the strikers; that 
if they lost the present fight they would be 
unable to accomplish anything for five years, 

and that they could not afford to negotiate a 

settlement with the new ‘ bosses’ ’’ associa- 

tion until the latter contained at least one- 
half of all the “ bosses ” in the city. 

The result of the conference was that a 
more amicable understanding was reached, 
and the ** bosses’’’ committee determined to 
redouble their efforts to increase the mem- 
bership of their association, and to send a per- 
sonal circular to all carpenter contractors in 
Chicago asking them to join tre new associa- 
tuon. A meeting will be held Thursday, when 
a committee of the journeymen will be pres- 
ent again to canvass the situation. 

‘*We shall make one more effort to come 
to an understanding with the strikers,” saia 
one of the founders of the new bosses’ asso- 
ciation yesterday. “ We are getting tired of 
running after them and begging them to come 
toterms. [t1s true that some members of our 
association started with an idea that if they 
could get the men to work for them they 
could take some of the contracts of the big 
contractors in the old association. The union 
objected to this and it has been abandoned. 
But that was 00 excuse for the Carpenters’ 
Council treating us as it has done. her @e 
began they thought we would not amount 
much and,said they would arbitrate with us 
if we could guarantee the employment of 
2,500 men, claiming that they had enough 
contracts for 1,500 more. When we reached 
that figure they raised it to 3,000, then to 
3,500, and finally to 4,000. Now they say they 
will not arbitrate until we control seven- 
eighths of the business. They have not told 
us so, but I see that Secretary Howard said 
so for publication. If they make such a de- 
mand on us it will put an end to our negotia- 
tions. What we want now is nomore of this 
talk about ovr capacity to employ them, but 
arbitration of their demands or a discussion 
of them at any rate. 

“We shall hoid another meeting next 
Thursday. If they do not consent then to 
conie to terms with us we shall adopt some 
resolutuons setting forth the efforts we have 
made and the way they met us. Then if we 
caonot let them take the consequences. 
They will lose the sympathy of the pubiic. 
We don’t want to be used by them simply to 
coerce the oid bosses’ association.” 

“The statement that the council will not 
negotiate with the new bosses until the latter 
control seven-eighths of the trade is all moon- 
shine,” said one of wwe Carpenters’ Council. 
“The reason it publishes such a statement is 
this: If the impression goes out that there 
wili be an early settiemest tne men grow 
restless and want to to work. Itis diffi- 
cult to keep them in line. Therefore the 
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It was largely a social and e ence 
meeting. Mr.Gompers scuniina th enna oid 
the carpenters hac done and how they had 
been met. He expressed himself as well 
satisfied with what bad been done and as- 
sured them of the support of the 
Federation of Labor after May 1. 
The question of caliimg out the other 
building trades was discussed, but the de- 
cision was not to do anything at_present. 
The entire fiela of labor and the prospects of 
the eight-hour movement were discussed at 
some length. 

An pees was issued yesterday under a 
New York date by President Gompers’ “ to 
the wageworkers and sympathizers with 
progress of America.” It recites the action 
of the Federation of Labor in selecting the 
carpenters as the trade to make the first ef- 
fort for the eight-hour day all over the 
United States. It regrets that the demand 
for eight hours was not conceded and says: 

We are confronted, however, with an evident 
determination on the part of the employing 
builders to antagonize oe every means in their 
power the introduction of this most absolutely 
necessary reduction of the hours of labor. We 
call upon you to witness the hostile attitudes of 
the boss builders of Chicago and Indianapolis as 
evidence of what upposition and treatment we 
may expect when the general demand is made 
May 1. No quarter is to be given to labor. We 
will have to conquer by force of numbers, organi- 
zation, determination, and discipline what is not 
only our just and reasonable right but even the 
slightest concession to ameliorate the condition 
of the toiling masses. 

The circular charges that the combined 
wealth of the employing classes is concen- 
trated to defeat the eight-hour movement, 
and calis upon all sympathizers to contrib- 
ute, It advises wageworkers to concentrate 
their attention on the present effort and not 
diffuse their strength by any attempts in 
other trades. Financial contributions are to 
be sent to Chris Evans, No. 21 Clinton place, 
New York. 

The stederated organizations of railroad 
employés, including the locomotive firemen, 
switchmen, brakemen, ano the new Brother- 
hood of Railroad Conductors, will have a 
number of gatherings tie coming month, 
largely of a social nature, but also connected 
with business. Next Sunday there will be a 
gathering for the railroad men of the State 
of Indiana at Indianapolis. Others will foi- 
low at Lehighton, Mahoningtown, and 
Scranton, Pa., Cedar Rapids, la., and Par- 
sons, Kas. The one in Chicago May 23 will 
be the largest, and will consider matters re- 
ferring to local federation of railway em- 
ployés, that is the federation of those em- 
ployed on single systems or lines of railroads. 
fhe federated railroad empioyés put their 
membership at upwards of 75,000. 


STRIKERS RESOKT TO VIOLENCE, 


They Beat a Police Sergeant—Other Cases 
of Disorderly Condact. 

About fifty strikers went to the corner of 
Fifty-third and Wallace streets yesterday 
morning and attempted to stop a number of 
non-union carpenters from working on some 
cottages. The carpenters refused, and one 
of them was assaulted by the strikers. 
Sergt. Begley, who lives across the street, 
rushed out only partially dressed, and in his 
efforts to quell the disturbance was badly 
beaten by the strikers. The patrol wagon 
came to his rescue, and thirty of the strikers, 
who had retired, were arrested. gvate in the 
evening they were released. 

Begley says he was assaulted and beaten 
before he had time to draw his revolver. 
The strikers claims that he fired into the 
crowd twice before reaching them and had 
no uniform or star on to show that he was an 
officer. 

A delegation from the striking carpenters 
visited a new building at the corner of Sev- 
enteenth and Liacoin streets yesterday aft- 
ernoon and attempted to induce the workmen 
to quit work. The latter paid noattention to 
the committee’s arguments. The strikers 
then resorted to force and tried to drive off 
the workmen with sticks and brickbats. The 
Hinman street patrol was called and four of 
the strikers were locked up. They gave their 
names as Charies Waiker, Frank Shineka, 
Michael Winters, and Frank Havlik. 

Wiliam Hintz, Herman Kansha, Charies 
Waterstadt, ana Ole Jensen. the strikers 
who werearrested by the West North Avenue 
police Monday for interfering with carpen- 
ters at Erie and Bickerdike streets, were 
arraignea before Justice La Buy yesterday 
for disorderly conduct. Hintz was fined $5 
and costs. The others were discharged. 

A small delegation of strikers, who after- 
wards said they were acting on their own 
responsibility, went yesterday forenoon to 
No, 98 Newberry avenue, where some work 
was being dene by non-union men, and took 
out a window and adcor frame, and told 
Mrs. Beraneck, the owner, that if she had 
any more workdone onthe building they 
would return at night and tear it out.

on legitimate businéss transactions. The 
folly of allowing that corner to be regarded 
as a gauge of actual Values is evident from 
the fact that ite wild demonstrations are 
usually made on the changing of but small 
amounts of money from one hand to another 
in the loan corner. Perbaps less than $5,000 
is borrowed on that market while the nomi- 
nal yalue ranges up and down a gamut of 
two or three notes on the financial scale, and 
at no time are the loans effected there suffi- 
ciently large to justify the importance at- 
tachell to it by the men who report the al- 
leged business of Wali street. That loan 
corner is simply a nuisance, subserving at no 
time a good purpose, and often but bad ones. 
It should be summarily abolished. 


THE PERSISTENCE OF SECTIONAL HATE. 

The Chicago Worid’s Fair bili got the votes 
of 48 Senators, not counting those friendly 
who were paired. Of these four were from 
the South—Gorman of Maryland, Faulkner 
of West Virginia, Ransom of North Carolina, 
and Butier of South Carolina. Thirteen Sen- 
ators voted against the bill, all of them being 
Srom the South. Bix or seven Senators who 
were present and were in favor of the bill 


did not vote because they were paired. The 


probabilities are that in every instance it 
was with a Southern man. It is not likely 
that with a full House the old slave States 
would have given the measure any more 
votes than they did Monday. 

It is natural to look for an explanation of 
such a sectional vote. While it is true that 
ali who voted in the negative .were Demo- 
crats, politics had nothing to do with the 
question. Northern Democrats, like Turpie 
and Voorhees, whose party standing is un- 
impeachable, voted th the affirmative. Be- 
sides, Chicago is at this moment a Demo- 
cratic city. lts Mayor, a majority of its Al 
dermen, its town officers, and the County 
Board are of that faith. It gave a large 
Democratic majority at the last Presidential 
as well as at previous and subsequent local 
elections. St. Lows went for Harrison 
heavily, while Shicago gave Cleveland a ma- 
jority of several thousands. 

Politics does not account for the drift of the 
Southern vote; neither did the alleged un- 
constitumonality of the bill. If the Fair 
were to have been held in St. Louis, Atlan- 
ta, New Orleans, or any other Southern city, 
the Constitution would not have been once 
referred to except as an authority for the 
right of Congress to make ample appropria- 
tuons. Anappropriation which is to be expend- 
ed South of the Ohto River is never held to be 
unconstitutional in the South. Had Atlanta 
been selected as the site of the Fair all those 
Senators who voted against Chicago would, 
with perhaps one or two exceptions of indi- 
viduals who pride themselves on being “ con- 
sistent,”’ have given the Georgia city all it 
asked for. Had St. Louis been chosen Sen- 
ator Vest would have locked up his copy of 
the Constitution and begged that the doors 
of the Treasury be thrown wide open. 

The only reason for this almost unanimous 
Southern hostility to Chicago in the Senate 
is one which ali good men North and South 
must deplore. The opposition is due to the 
fact that these Senators cannot forget or for- 
give. Though a quarter of a century has 
passed since the Confederate batile flag was 
lost to view with the “ cause” it represented, 
and that long period should have brought 
with it oblivion of all animosities ana hates, 
even in the breasts of those who took part 
in tne conflicts of the Civii-War, it has not 
done so in the case of the Southern Senators. 
They cannot or will not forget that Chicago 
was a@loyal city of that loyal West whose 
citizens turned out so unanimously to bring 
back the seceding sisters of the South. They 
followed their flying footsteps from the Mis- 
souri to the Rio Grande, and from the Ohio to 
tne Gulf and the Atlantic, that they mizht get 
speech with them and prevail on them to come 
back. Occasionally they overtook tnem, and 
then they arguea together—sometimes los- 
ing their temper. These loyal Westerners, 
in spite of discomforts and mishaps, stuck to 
their self-imposed task till they brought back 
the last of the ‘erring ones. Where they 
would not come peacefully they used force. 
It was hoped that these perverse sisters, once 
brought back, would behave themselves in 
future, but they seem to have slipped off into 
their old sulks, 

Though Chicago since the “wah,” as 
Majabh Jones caiis it, is Democratic by fits 
and starts, it was during the war a devotedly 
Union, loyal city, abounaing with that spirit 
of patriotism which never ceased to march 
forward from field to field and State to State 
tili Jobnston iaid down his arms in North 

na. Perhaps that is why these South- 
ern men, whose bosoms atill glow with pro- 
slavery and secession passions that should 
have died out a quarter of a century ago, will 
never vote for anything for Cnicago. 

There has been nothing on the part of Chi- 
cago since the war to justity this grudze- 
bearing disposition of these Dixie Senators. 
Afver the peace Chicago welcomed Southern 
men. It made of them Mayors and Judges 
and Congressmen. It willingly received 
them in society and in business. It treated 
them with more courtesy and consideration 
than it did Nortnern men, knowing that their 
feelings would be sensitive and that they 
might imagine an affront where none was 
‘meant. Chicago capitalists placed their 
money at the service of the South, and Ch- 
cago business-men sought to form connec- 
tions with merchants in that section. This 
return for ail it bas done or tried to do 
strikes it as ungracious, and for the moment 
almost causes it to doubt whether the South 
wiil ever receive the profferea hand of amity 
with sincerity. 

They were in their prime during or just be- 
slavery South.

HIGH-TAXED WOOL MAKES SHODDY 
CLOTHING.

McKinley, and he and his associates on 
the Ways and Means Committee who are 
anxious to put higher duties on foreign-mix- 
ing wools ought to feel an interest in the fol- 
lowing press dispatch:

and which is not aad cannot be produced 
country. “Ihave been a life-long Republican,” 
said Mr. Waugh, * but 1 tell you thousands of 
woolen mill operatives in this country, myself 
among the number, are having their eyes opened 
on this tariff question.” 


For the same reason many woolen facto- 
ries, both East ana West, have been shut 
down and the plants are offered for sale at 50 
cents on the dollar of tne cost. in the pro- 
duction of the finer and more serviceable 
woolen goods different kinds of fleece are 
mixed and blended, and the manufacturers 
who have the greatest variety to choose from 
are sure to prove most successful. Owzng to 
the tariff American manufacturers have to 
pay high prices for the foreign mixing woois 
which their competitors get free. No other 
civilized country puts a taxon wool. Able to 
command all kinds of fleece free from tax, 
foreign manufacturers turn out cloth and 
woolen goods of the best quality, and the 
Americans who have attempted to compete 
with them have been crippled and finally 
crushed by the cost of the raw materfal. It 
is only under exceptional circumstances that 
American mills attempt to turn out first-class 
goods that will compete with the British 
product in quality as well as price. Instead 
they have sought for substitutes for foreign 
mixing wools, and the result is the produc- 
tion of shoddy clothing, cheap in every 
sense. 

Unable to get needed mixing wools at liv- 
ing prices most American manufacturers 
have sought for substitutes in worn-out 
clothes. It is said that for every two pounds 
of wool used in woolen manufacture in this 
country there is one pound that is not wool. 
Cotton, cow’s hair, shoddy, and mungo are 
mixed with the American wool, and instead 
of fine, strong, durable goods, inferior and 
flimsy articles are made. Instead of im- 
porting choice mixing wools Many manu- 
facturers fini it more profitable to call in the 
aid of Italian ragpickers and get their raw 
material m the form of old clothes, oid 
blankets, old carpets, old stockings, old 
flannels, old underwear, etc., taken from 
garbage heaps, and which, after being 
washed and ground up and mixed with some 
fresh wool, are turned out again and put on 
the market as new cloth. Buffalo hair used 
to be extensively used as a substitute for 
wool, but old, cast-off clothing coliected by 
ragvickers now supplies the place of foreign 
fleece. : The production of shoddy from old, 
worn-out wddlen goods bas become quite a 
business in the United States, and adulter- 
ated, inferior, and rag material for woolen 
manufactures is even imported from abroad. 

To advance the high duties on wool and 
make it still more difficult to procure foreign 
mixing fleece must cause ayn increased use of 
shoddy, and the production of woolen goods 
still more inferior in respect to wear or pro- 
tection from cold. In the Northern and 
Western States woolen clothing must be 
worn by men, women, and children for at 
least nine or ten months in the year, and it 
is a prime necessity for health and comfort 
that the people obtain serviceable woolen goods 
instead of shoddy. If American manufact- 
urers were permitted to get their mixing 
wools free they would produce much of the 
fine woolen cloth now imported and hence 
would make a greater demand for American 
fleece and the people could get genuine wool- 
en clothing at reasonable rates. Yet not- 
withstanding the fact that the duty on wool 
bas been an injury to every one concerned, 
from the sheep-grower to the manufacturer 
and the wearer of shoddy, the McKinley bill 
proposes to advance the rate and make it 
barder than ever to produce genuine woolens 
in the United States or get them except by 
importation and the payment of exorbitant 
custom-house charges.

THE NEW TERRITORY OF OKLAHOMA. 

The bill providing for the government of 
Oklahoma, as agreed upon in conference, has 
finally passed the House. Under this bill 
Oklahoma includes practically al) of tne 
lands west of the Five Nations, except that 
part of the Cherokee strip west of the Ar- 
kansas River and Greer County. The Chero- 
kee strip is included for judicial purposes 
only, and will not be added to Oklahoma un- 
til it is purchased from the Indians. The ex- 
act boundaries of the new territory are thus 
defined: 


Commencing at a point where the ninety-eighth 
meridian crosses the Red River, thence by said 
meridian to the point where it crosses the Can- 
adian River, thence along said river to the west 
line of the Seminole country, thence along said 
line to the north fork of the Canadian River, 
thence down to the west 
line of country, thence 
along said the northwest 
coraer of the Creek country, thence along the 
north line of the Creek country to the ninety- 
sixth meridian, thence norihward by said merid- 
jan to the southern boundary iine of Kansas, 
thence west along said line to the Arkansas 
River, thence down said river to the north line 
of the land occupied by the Ponca tribe of 
Indians, from which point the line runs so as to 
include all the lands occupied by the Ponca, 
Tonkawa, Otoe and Missouri, and the Pawnee 
tribes of Indians until it strikes the south line of 


the Cherokee outlet, which it follows westward 
to the west line of the State of Texas, thence 
by the boundary line of the State of Texas to 
the point of beginning. 


So far as the Cherokee outlet is concerned, 
it will be added to the Territory without 
further legisiation, and the same is true of 
other lands owned by the Indians, simply 
upon the proclamation of the President, as 
soon as the Indian rights shall be extin- 
guished by purchase or otherwise. This will 
give the Five Nations the opportunity to add 
their lands to the new Territory and become 
citizens at any time they may desire. Greer 
County is omitted, as there 1s a contest of 
ownership of it between the United States 
and the State of Texas, but the bill provides 
for a judicial settlement of the dispute to be 
made at once by a suit in equity in the Su- 
preme Court. 

The Governor and Secretary of the new 
Territory will hold office for four years. The 


legislative term of office is two years, and 


the Legisiature will include a Couarcil of 
thirteen members and a House of twenty-six 
members, and untii after the first election six 
counties will take part in the organization of 
the temporary government, it being optional 
with the Legislature to change the localities 
of these counties. The court system is simi- 
lar to that of other Territories, except 
that for judicial purposes the Cherokee 
outlet is included and the jurisdiction of the 
District Courts is extended over it, as well as 
over controversies arising between Indians 
in she Territory. Provision is also made for 
®@ court system in the Five Nations whose 


hope of getting into. the Indian Territory it 
will be dashed by a provision of the bill 
which prohibits lotteries of any kind in the 
Indian Territory. 

Such are the outlines of the new Territory. 
Unquestionably it will not be long before the 
Cherokee outlet will be added to it by pur- 
chase, and when once surrounded on ali sides 
by white neighbors it can hardly be long be- 
fore the Five Nations will be ready to dis- 
pose of their property and become full- 
fledged citizens of the United States, thus 
preparing the way eventually for the admis- 
sion of the whole Indian Territory asa State 
in the Union, 


WHY THE LUTHERANS OPPOSE THE BEN- 
. NETT LAW. 

The proprietor of the Germania, the Lath- 
eran paper printed at Milwaukee, still insists 
that the Bennett law must go. He. protests 
that the German Protestants are not enemies 
of the public school or of the English lan- 
guage, nor do they wish children to grow up 
in ignorance. Nor do they, says, Oppose 
compulsory education laws in “the case of 
children whose parents have neglected to 
send them to any school. What then is he 
objecting to? He says his people oppose the 
Bennett law— 


Because it infringes, aye, takes away, the natural 
and inherent right of parents to govern and con- 
trol the education and training of their children 
according to their own wishes and views, and 
thus disturbs the happiness of the parents and 
of the family. 


How does it do that? Itsays every child 
must go to a public school, unigss it goes to a 
private or parochial one, where reading, 
writing, aritnmetic, and geography are 
taught in the English language. That 1s all 
itsays. The proviso of the Llinois law that 
the private school must be “‘approved” by 
the Public School Board is not in the Wis- 
consin enactment. No director has to put 
the seal of his “ approval ’”’ on a Lutberan or 
Roman Catholic parochial school in Wiscon- 
sin. The ynly interfefence by the law with 
the “happiness of the family” is tne teach- 
ing of certain branches in English. Since 
when bas elementary instruction in the lan- 
guage of this country been injurious to house- 
hola peace? : 

This same provision of the law is respon- 
sible for even more, according to the pub- 
lisher of the Germania: 


This law takes away the liberty of conscience 
eer gnenay usin the Constitution, for it takes 
rom us the right to shape the training and edu- 
cation of our children accord to the dictates 
of our conscience, and compéis us to obey the di- 
rections of the State and the dictates of school 
boards in a matter of such solemn importance. 


This talk means simply that the com pulso- 
ry powers of the State as regards education 
must stop with the children who attend tne 
public schools, and that any attempt to have 
English taught in parish schoois will be re- 
sisted. Ifaprivate school teaches nothing 
but the catechism and the spelling-book it 
cannot interfere and insist that reading and 
writing in English must be added to the list 
of stuaies. If the State has not the right to 
prescribe two or three elementary things it 
has no right to prescribe anything. 

If achild is found playimg the truant or 
neglected by his father, and an attempt is 
made\to send him toe the public school, the 
parent may step forward, prompted by his 
awakened but long dormant conscience, and 
say that the child wiil be sent to a parochial 
school. Then the State must drop him lhkea 
hot potato. It cannot follow him and see 
whetner the child issent there or see whether 
he learns anything, as that “might disturb 
the happiness of the family.” 

If the State has to play that small part, and 
has no power over truancy, and can prescribe 
no secular elementary studies in the language 
of this country, the sooner the ‘‘ Bennett 
law” is repealed the better, and when that 
has been done itmight be well to wipe out 
the system of compulsory school taxes, 
which becomes an absurdity when the power 
of compulsory education is denied. 


DO NOT FORGET THE CONSUMERS EN- 
TIREL 


The Minneapolis Zribune and the Madison 
(Wis.) State Journal, professedly anxious for 
the success of the Republican party, disagree 
with this paper because of its outspoken op- 
position to that part of the McKinley bill 
which imposes higher duties on liner goods 
for the ostensible purpose of inducing farm- 
ers to raise flax for the fiber and manufact- 
urers to put their money into linen mills. 
These two journals, in order to justify their 
approval of the increased duties, are com- 
pelied to assert that the farmers would jump 
atachance of raising flax for tne fiber if 
they were only protected high enough. They 
will not see that the climate is against that 
industry; that flax, as far as the fiber goes, 
is about as much of a success here as sugar- 
cane in Louisiana or sorghum in Nebraska or 
as cotton and corn arein Europe. A short, 
coarse, brittle finer can be produced at the 
expense of great labor, fit for tow and the 
commonest kind of bagging, but competition 
with the long, fine staple Irish or French 
fiber is impossible. This is not a matter of 
theory. It has been proven by the faithful 
experiments of 170 years in all parts of the 
country by people who in their oid homes 
were familiar with the flax industry, 

Here and there a few Connecticut’ and 
New Jersey mili men may be benefited by 
the proposed heavy increase of duties on 
linen, but do these two papers think it wise, 
in coddling these individuals, to forget the 
millions of consumers entirely? Have they 
no rignts? Have they no votes which make 
it worth while, from a party point of view, 
to cultivate their friendship! Is it good pol- 
itics or good political economy to take ten 
miilion dollars more yearly out of their 
pocket in order to benefit here and there an 
occasional manufacturer of bagging and 
coarse towelings! Have they ever heard of 
the consumer? Do wey know what he.can 
do if worked up? 

Is it best to put this additional burden on 
the consumers even though there were a 
hope that inthe course of a quarter of a cen- 
tury or so a linen industry might be stim- 
ulated into being? Do consumers exist for 
no other purpose than for the McKinleys to 
try experiments on as to the workings of 
new and higher tariff taxes? Is there nota 
danger that a point may be reached when 
thé consumer will rise up in protest against 
allthis experimenting, and vote as he pro- 
tests? Has there been anything iff the elec- 
tions of the last six months to convince the 
Madison and the Minneapulis papers that 
the consumers are rushing to the polis to 
the support of McKinleyism and higher 
duties? 

The Republican party will need this fall 
the votes of the farmer consumers of Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. Will they march to 
the polis under the flag of “higher taxes on 
linens, woolens, blankets, and the other nec- 
essaries of life’? These journals would do 
well to look into this matter closely before 
committing themselves any farther. — 


Berors the adoption of the Inter-State act 
it was insisted by prominent railroad man- 
agers that the short-haul section of that 
measure was in effect a pro rata provision 
and must require the abolition of the low 
long-hau! rates allowed on bulky freight be- 
tween the East and West. Tus Trisunz 
disputed this claim from the outset and held 
that the local rates of a railroad were not 


necessarily governed by the amount it’ 


might receive as its share for a shipment 
over the same line taken in coniunction with 


made odious and oppressive to shippers. The 
Inter-State Commission has jyst announced a 
ruling that ought to settle the matter, how- 
éver, once and for all. In passing on the 
complaint brought by the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange against tne Llllinois Central 
and other railroaas for bringing cotton north 
at less rates per mile than they take it south 
to New Orleans the commission justifies the 
practice and declares emphatically that 4 
road may make a lower rate for its share of 
a through shipment thaa on a local one, al- 
though the distance may be the same. 


Taz néw kun with which the German in- 
fantry is to be equipped bids fairto revolu- 
uonize infantry tactics and to make war 80 
dangerous that enlistment will be a matter 
of difficulty. The new weapon is the small- 
caliber repeating gun of the model of 1888. 
lte caliber is but eight millimeters and its 
raoge is 12,500 feet, or 2,600 feet greater than 
that of the weapon whose place it takes. It 
is very light and is constructed for the use of 
the new smokeless powder. Earth breast- 
works less than 244 feetare no protection 
against this terrible weapon. A description 
of it says: 


From now on even the stoutest trees will give 
the foot-soldier in battle little protection, for the 
balis from the new guns will simply pass right 
through the trunks. Six men in a column, each 
seven paces from the man before him. may be 
shot through with one builet, provided that it 
comes in contact with no inetallic substance ona 
the persons of any of them.’ The advantage that 
the bullet of the new gun leaves only a small 
hole behind it is comparatively insignificant. 
Moreover, should an enemy, as has often hap- 
pened, defend himself behind a village or court- 
yard walls, he will be protected only in case the 
Wall 1s remarkably stout, for balls from the new 
guns have repeatedly penetrated with ease walls 
a brick and a half thic 


With a range-finder attached to such 4 
weapon as this, making every bullet that it 
fires effective, its murderous qualities will be 
so complete that no one exposed to its fire 
could live. But when wars get to be as 
dangerous as this, and recruits know that 
the chances of escape are not more than one 
in a hundred, where will governments get 
their troops? 


Tue prospect of high prices for 1ce the com- 
ing summer, due to the mildness of iast 
winter, is reported to have induced a marked 
increase in the demand for machines which 
make ice.artificially. This is a matter which 
may pot much interest the smaller consumer, 
as the trouble of making a few pounds per 
day is great enough to more than offset the 
offered saving. But to those who use large 
quantities the substitution is important. It 
is said that the best machines will produce 
ice at a total cost of less than two dollars per 
ton, while the natural article will probably 
be sold at five in large quantities and double 
that when delivered daily to the average 
householder. Of course the refrigerating 
plant is a money-saver only when it is 
kept in constant operation. Then, how- 
ever, ite advantages are much greater than 
might appear at first biush. For instance, 
an experiment undertaken a few years ago 
with a machine making five pounds a minute 
showed that the temperature of a room was 
decreased by it as much in seven minutes as 
by the melting of 300 pounds of natural ice in 
140 minutes. In the tormer case a dry, cold 
air Was produced. In the latter the atmos- 
phere was moist as well as cold, this condi- 
tion being much tne ieast favorable of the 
two for the preservation of perishable artt- 
cles. It may be worth while to bear these 
facts in mind, as offering a check to the ex- 
tortions of the ice dealers in case those gen- 
tlemen should carry their demands too far.

Those eminent public-spirited and single- 
minded German Democrats, Emil Hoechster,

There was one German Democrat present who 
did not believe in that policy. This was Mr. 
Louis Nettelhorst of the Boara of Education, 
who maintained that the law properly, inter- 
preted is allright. He said: 

Every man born in Germany was accustomed 
to it [compulsory education] from childhood 
and was in fayor ofit. It wasto certain provi- 
sions of the Illinois law that they objected. For 
instance, the law was not intended to prevent 
parents from sending their children to parochial 
schools, but fool political officials often so in- 
tepreted it. In Chicago there was no troubie; in 
the country, however, smali-boy officeholders 
occasionally made the law obnoxious. 

Mr, Nettelhorst was one of those who urged 
the adoption of a compulsory lawa year and a 
haif ago, and be now objects only to that clause 
of the law which gives boards of education the 
privilege of approving: private schools. This 
provision may be abused. But thereis not a 
solitary instance yet thatit has been abused, Mr. 
Nettelhorst cannot cite one well-authenticated 
case where the fool public officials have inter- 
fered with the parochial school. Why all this 
fuss, then? Is it to give the Hoechsters, Gruen- 
huts, Haertings, and fellows of their kinda 
chance to pose before the public as German- 
American patriots?

Mr. Wii114mM W. Cray, an architectof this 
city, has submitted a design for the proposed 
Grant memorial in New York City which has 
many merits. The style of architecture is Ro- 
manesque, and the plan of the structure in- 
cludes a series of diminishing rectangular 
walls, the surfaces broken by a diminish- 
ing series of arches, terminating in a 
pyramidal sky line. The square of the 
base is 75 feet and tne height to the apex 171 
feet.

These being at the 
corners, and as only twelve are taken from one 
level to the other, the ascent is very easy. The 
design ia thoroughly unique and original and in 
many ways very impressive, but cui dono? Of 
what avail are designs drawn for a city that can- 
not raise the money to realize them? The esti- 
mated cost of Mr. Olay’s design is $500,000. At 
the present rate of raising money in New York 
fora Grant monument she couldn’t accumulate 
this sum in 500 years. Artists are wasting their 
time and their money in making designs for that 
parsimonious metropolis.

“Just how many,” 
sia J.C. Burkes, the detective who has 
worked up the case, “I cannot say at pres- 
ent. That will depend on developments. Nor 
can I say just when the arrests *vili be made. 
We will see what we have in this case before 
we go any further.” 

C. E. Albrook, the attorney for the Rains- 
bergers, would not give the name of the 
man whose arrest was intended; but that 
was not necessary, as every little yellow dog 
on the streets of Eildora knows who are on 
the list, and when some of the names were 
repeated to Burkes he practically admitted 
that they were among the number, 

“Yhey are the most prominent and infiu- 
ential men in the county,” he said, “ and our 
evidence is conclusive. We know the name 
of every member of the party that weat to 
mii Johns. We even know what mena did 
the actual shooting.”’ 

“How can you know that unless some 
member of the party has confessed,”’ he was 
asked. 

“We have the evidence of a man who was

RAINSBBRGERS AS PROSECUTORS. 

It is an oad sight for#he people of Hardin 
County to see the Rainsbergers on the prose- 
cution side of the casé, and itis probably 
the first time that any member of 
the family bas worked in harmony 
with the officers of tha iaw. It is 
undoubtedly a case of revenge with 
them, but they have a long and 
hard fight on their hands, even if their 
charge be true. They have got men against 
them who were infiuential enough in 1585 to 
parent the siayers of Finn and Mance 

insberger from being brought to trial. 
Again, if they become prominently identified 
with the case they have the reputation of 
the family against them. It is a record of 
crime as jong as @ man’s arm, and will 
*hardiy prepossess the public in their favor. 
It is directly responsible for the organiza- 

of the vigilance committee and 
for the bitter and bloody warfare 
that was waged here in 1884 
and 1885; a war almost of exterminaton, 

The Rainsberger family came to Hardin 
County in 18538 from Kosciusko County, Ohio, 
and consisted of father and mother, George 
and Catharine Rainsberger, five sons—Will- 
jam, Finn, Nathan, Mance, and Frank—and 
four daughters. Crvel, secretive, and dis- 
honest, they soon acquired all the essential 
elements and training for a life of crime, 
They helped themselves te their neighbors’ 
farm implements and other articies, and 
when suspected or accused they would re- 
sent it with threats apd destruction of prop- 
erty. They soon drew around them a ciass 
of men to whom perjury and knavery was 
a pastime, and when apprehended in 
a crime they would prove an alibi. This was 
just the beginning, the sport became too 
tame forthem in time, and they went into 
the business of mutilating and butchering 
cattle. Then they took to incendiarism and 
murder for pastime, revenging themselves 
on ail-who informed on them or made any 
remarks refiecting on their character. 

They were extremely careful of their rep- 
utations, were the Rainsbergers. They 
didn’t sue for slander if a man said they 
were a set of thieves. They just taught him 
beter by burning his house or shoot- 
ing him or some little thing like that. 
and they couldn’t brook: competition, They 
had a thrashing machine, and when enother 
was broughtinto the neighborhood it was 
mysteriously burned, togetber with a few 
Stacks of grain, just as a gentie intmation 
that the Rainsbergers were doing the thrash- 
ing for Hardin County. But these were 
minor crimes taat only served to while away 
the time between murders, They generally 
averaged two or three of these a week. 

first murder that it is known 
that they; committed, although there 
were a number of mysterious dis- 
aeanese previous, occurred Feb. 24, 
1366 at Steamboat Rock.

details of plotsto intimidate or kidnap wit- 
nesses to appear atthe trial. It is known, 
however, that several attempts were made 
to kidnap Mrs. Frank Rainsberger, who 
knew more of the gang than they 
were willing to have known. Of course. 
when Johns was murdered, a number of 
people bobbed their beads wisely and said 
* Vigilance Committee,’’ but somehow the ru- 
mor got started that he was at outs with 
the gang because he would not come forward 
with money to assist them in defeating jus- 
tice. No one knew where the rumor orig- 
inated, but the Vigilance Oommittee was 
pretty powerful, and oneof the gang, more 
or less, did not make any materia! difference. 

AN UNEXPECTED MOVE. 

So, with a superficial investigation, the 
matter was dropped, and has lain dormant 
until now, when it is brought to 
the front by a most unexpected move. 
Every one had supposed that ali the troubles 
arising from the Rainsbergers’ reign of terror 
were atanend, The father anc mother are 
dead, Frank and Nate are in the peniten- 
tiary for life,and Mance and Finn were shot by 
8 mood for firing from ambush on Dr. Under- 
wood and Dr. Ritenour, who were in that 
part of the country attending a patient who 
was seriously iiL Their death, by the way, 
was the jast deed of lawlessness in con- 
necuon with the Rainsberger trouble, and 
William, the eldest of the brothe now 
living near here,only escaped because he had 
been abie to give bonds. end -so was not in 
the jail at the time the attack was made. Of 
course the Vigilance Committee had nothing 
todo with this summary mode of dealing out 

ustice—O, dear, no! It was justa mob, but 
t was so well organized that notices were 
postea on every street leading to the jail 
ang noone could get near it until the deed 
was done. Both were shot and their bodies 
left on the street. This marked the downfall 
of the Rainsberger rule in Hardin County 
Frank and Nate wentto the penitentiary for 
life and ail was peace. Wilham seemed to 
bave made up his mind that he had enough. 
The measures adopted for curing the evils 
were becoming too heroic. For nearly tive 
years everything ran along smoothly. Thea 
it was discoverea that some of the Rains- 
bergers were stillon deck and at work, al- 
though on a different plan from those for- 
merly their favorites. A man known asJ. C. 
Woods, hailing from Marshalltown, has 
been around a good deal, it was ru- 
mored that he was a detective, but 
little attention was paid to it 
until he bobbed upin California under the 
pame of J. ©, Burkes, and arrested two 

former residents of Hardin County for the 
murder of Henry Johns. There came the 
rumors of further arrests, and all Eldora 
was thrown into a fever of excitement. In 
fact, last Friday it was announced that some 
of the arrests had actually been made at 
Steamboat Rock, and a good portion of the 
population went down to the depot to meet 
the Sheriff when he came back with his 
prisoners. But he returned alone. More 
arrests will wndoubtediy follow, but 
not until something has been 
done with the case against Marx ana Rice. 
Their examination bas been set for Thurs- 
day, but they will waive and be admitted to 
bail in the sum of $10,000 each. In fact, the 
bonds have been already made out. Neither 
will talk of the care further than to say that 
he is innocent. In regard to the case itseif 
the prosecution seems to have the utmost 
confidence, claiming that there is hardly a 
link missing in the chain of evidence. ‘I 
could give you,” said Mr. Burkes today, “a 
complete history of the crime, but it would 
injure our case.’ 

“APRAID OF HIS LIFS.” 

According to the prosecution Johns had 
been in fear of his life for some time, believ- 
ing that bis death had been ordered by the 
Vigilance Committee. The day he was in 
Eldorahe was shadowed and a number of 
conspirators went up to the train ahead of 
him and some others drove to Abbott. When 
he gotofiat Abbott he looked around tor 
sizgps of any one following him intending 
to 0 on with the train should 
he see alything suspicious. Seeing 
no one he oined his son 
Ed and they with the driver started on the 
journey that led to his death. We can prove 
the presence of these men on the train 
ahead and prove that they got offat Abbott.”

TNE VINEGAR MAKERS WORRIED. . 


They Will Endeavor to Defeat a Certain 
Section in the McKinley Bil 

A special meeting of the Natsonal Vinegar 
Makers’ Association was held at the Grand 
Pacific yesterday, President H, Williams of 
Detroit in the chair and Paul Bechtner of 
Milwaukee acting as Secretary. The asso- 
ciation embraces nearly every vinegar maker 
in the United States, yesterday’s meeting 
being attended by thirty delegates, repre- 
senting ten States. 

The meeting was called to take action re- 
garding pending inimical legislawon by Con- 
gceess in the shape of the clause in the Mc- 
Kinley Tariff bill which contem s the re- 
peal of the enactment of March 1, 1879. That 
enactment, the association claims, has 
proven a public benefit by authorizing the 
making of vaporized spirits for the manu- 
facture of vinegar without tax. By that 
enactment, the association’s protest says, all 
impure and adulterated vinegar has been 
driven from the market and the people of 
the United States have been given the best 
vinegar at the lowest price. 

The repeal is demanded by the cider and 
cider-vinegar makers upon the claim that 
under the operation of the law the price of 
vinegar has fallen so low as to drive pure 
cider vinegar entirely out of the market in a 
large partof the country and making it an 
impossibility to pay farmers a remunerative 
price for their epp es. 

In answer to this the vinegar men say that, 
on the contrary, there is not enough cider 
vinegar to supply the demand, that the 
acknowledged decrease in the price of 
vinegar 1s a public benefit, and, while in- 
jurious to the apple-grower, it is to the bene- 
fit of the people at large, also claim 
that the enactment of Sec. 33 of the McKin- 
ley bill would result in such high prices as to 
stimulate the use of cheaper and inferior 
material, if not of adulterations. Having at 
great expense fitted their establishments to 
comply with the law of 1879, a repeal would 
result in heavy loss. The issue, they claim, 
is between good cheap vinegar and high- 
priced r vinegar,

THOUGHT TO BE THE PARIS STRANGLER. 


Speculation as to the Identity of a Stranger 
Who Committed Suicide. 

New York, April 22.—[Special.]—The mys- 
terious stranger who committed suicide last 
Thursday night at Wiliow Brook, Staten 
Island, is now thought by many to have been 
Michael Eyraud, the much-sought murderer 
who several months ago shot and killed Dep- 
aty Marshal Gouffe at Paris, France. Eyraud, 


after the shooting, escaped to this country 
and lived at various hotels in New York 
under the name of CO. Venlend. He suddenly 
disappeared about the time cetectives had 
identified him as the man they wanted. 

On Thursday last a well dressed stranger 
got off une Bergen Point ferry at Port Rich- 
mond, Staten Island. He spent the day 
wandering around the interior of the island. 
He also entered several saloons, where it was 
noticed that he was a foreigner by bis accent. 
In the evening he was found dead with a 
builet wound in the mouth. The m4 was 
removed to the morgue at Port Richmond 
where it remained until thisevening await- 
ing identification.
